“Ten years ago,” said Mr. Howell 
in hi: speech, “Atlanta was proud of 
being a ‘million dollar city.” Today 
it is a ten million dollar city when it 


comes to financing civic improvements. 
We ought never to hesitate in wun- 
dertaking anything for the good of the 
city just because it will cost a few 
millions.” 

Mr. Howell urged prompt action 
in the movement for acquiring a site 
for a community center, bounded by 
Pryor, East Mitchell, Capitol avenue 
and East Hunter street, to include 
the capitol, courthouse, the new city 
hall, a new postoffice and such other 
public buildings as would be planned.

May Delay Adjournment 


Eleven Measures Now on 
Privileged Status for 
Action by Congress Be- 
fore Adjournment. 


Washington, Anril 29.—(P?)—Ad- 
journment of congress was placed 
measureably into the future today with 
the action of the senate republican 
steering committee in giving privi- 
leged status to seven major measures 
in addition to the four now on the 
preferential calendar. 

Two of these—increased pensions 
for civil war veterans and farm re- 
lief legislation—are certain to pro- 
voke fights on the floor and in their 
final form may run counter to the 
views of President Coolidge. 

So far as the senate is concerned 
the situation is likely to be further 
complicated by the presentation of 
the French war debt settlement agreed 
upon today. 

Ratification of this settlement will 
be resisted strenuously by a group 
of republican and democratic sena- 
Sor ye who will demand full discussion 
lof this, the second largest of the war 
debt agreements. 

-Another highly. controverted meas- 
ure upon which the steering commit- 
tee took no action is the bill to lease 
Muscle Shoals to the Associated 
Southern Power companies. A _ mo- 
tion to refer this bill to the agricul- 
ture committee will be taken up to- 
morrow with the prospect of a bitter 
fight.

President Coolidge previously had 
made known to the committee his de- 
sire that pension legislation carry 
previsions for raising the required 
revenue, in view of an estimated treas- 
ury deficit of $21,000,000 for next 
year. No such provisions were in- 
corporated. 

Under the terms of this bill the 
minimum pensions for veterans would 
be increased from $50 to $72 a month 
with $90 for veterans completely hel 
less or totally blind. There also woul ; 
be an increase of $10 a month for 
widows who have reached the age of 
7O years.

MARKER IS POSTED 


Marking of the great interstate na- 
tional highways, along which modern 
motorized traffie pours daily from one 
end of the nation to the other, was in 
progres& Thursday on the Georgia 
links of this chain of roads. The first 
of the new national markers on high- 
way No. 41, which enters this state at 
Chattanooga and comes through Mari- 
etta, Atlanta and on down through 
Macon—known as the Dixie hizh- 
way—was placed at the famous Henry 
Grady monument in Atlanta. 

The markers, ahich have heen 
adopted by the federal highway de- 
partment for uniform use on all inter- 
state highways, are attractive metal 


signs, shield shaped, in black and 
gray. The main marker is*about two 
feet high and slightly wider. It has 
on it the name of the state and, below, 
the number designating the highway, 
as for instance “Georgia—U. 8. 4 
Below the large marker a smaller 
shield-shaped marker is affixed, show- 
ing whether the turn to be taken is 
right or left. If it he te the right, 
the small shield bears the single letter 
“R.” and if to the left, the letter “Ty.” 
This second marker is omitted when 
the highway continues straight ahead, 

selow the national markers the 
state highway designations are placed 
upon posts to which they are affixed. 

By use of these uniform national 
markers in all states, if the tourist 
wishes to follow a main highway to 
a destination distant by many states 
from his starting point, he may begin 
his journey on one highway and con- 
tinne on the same highway to the 
end. Thus, the Dixie highway is 
highway No. 41, not only in Georgia, 
but in Tennessee, Florida and all oth- 
er states which it traverses.

Wall Street Has Come To the 
Conclusion That J. P. Morgan 
Is Bullish on the General 


Business Situation. 


New York, April 294 —General Mo- 
tors was the leader in today’s stock 
market, advancing on rumors Mat the 
directors of the company at next meet- 
ing would increase the regular divi- 
dend from 7 to S per cent and possibly 
declare a small extra dividend as a 
result of the high record March quar- 
ter earnings just reported and the ta- 
vorable domestic and foreign outlook 
for the motor industry. Other motor 
shares followed General Motors, but 
some steps behind. Oils were on the 
steady side. But rails and steels, more 
or less, marked time. 

Call money renewed at 31-2 per 
eent and advanced to 4. With the 
heavy May 1 money market require- 
ments near at hand there were no con- 
cessions in the outside market. There 
was some time money again offered at 
3o-¢ per cent, but most of it was 4. 
Hewever, both the time and call rate 
is low, especially the last named, with 
May 1 only one day off. 

Usually after the quarterly meetings 
of United States Steel directors, the 
company’s earnings statement is given 
in printed form to some fifty or more 
newspapermen Waiting in an outside 
room. Last Tuesday Chairman Gary 
invited these newspapermen into the 
directors’ room for a talk. Without 
being asked any questions -on the 
point, Mr. Gary voluntarily told them 
the motion to place the common divi- 


dend on a regular 7 per cent basis 
had been made by Mr. Morgan.

The way the General Motors March 
earings statement was made up and 
put out last Monday for publication, 
In suggesting on the following day 
that the steel corporation common div- 
ident be placed on a regular 7 per cent 
dividend basis, and in other ways, in- 
cluding the General Electric split-up. 
not necessary to mention, powerful 
banking interests in Wall street have 
recently plainly shown their hand. 
This is the large outstanding short in- 
terest and the bearish sentiment on 
the part of professional traders. Still 
another is easy call and time money. 
Another is the attitude of the big out- 
side publie which stubbornly refuses to 
have anything to do with the long side 
of the market until the crop and the 
general trade situation and outlook 
becomes clearer, 

As pointed out in this column yes- 
terday some of the best people in Wall 
street are admitting in private con- 
vergation that the publie in adopting 
its present attitude in the stock mar- 
ket is 100 per cent right. It was also 
stated vyvesterday in this connection 
that within recent years the big out- 
side public has shown remarkable 
strides in accurately judging the stock 
market. This raises the question as 
to how the big outside pulbic came 
by its recently acquired better stock 
market judgment. This inquiry, put 
to men in Wall street whose opinions 
are worthwhile, brought forth some 
interesting conclusions. To go back 
only a comparatively few years the 
real story begins with experience 
accumulated in such stock market epi- 
sodes as Amalgamated Copper. Metro- 
politan Street Railway, the ‘“‘War Ba- 
bies.’””

PRICES IRREGULAR

New York, April 29.—(/)—Heavy 
profit-taking and bear selling, coinci- 


dent with the stiffening of money 
rates, checked another promising rally 
in today’s stock market. Closing quo- 
tations disclosed considerable irregu- 
larity, a long list of ‘net gains rang- 
ing from 1 to 10 points being coun- 
teracted by a smaller number of losses 
running from 1 to 3 points. Trading 
was in slightly larger volume than 
yesterday, the day’s sales aggregating 
1,468,700 shares. 

The calling of $25,000,000 bank 
loans, presumably in anticipation of 
a month-end demand for funds, un- 
doubtedly accounted for the marking 
up of the call money rate from 34 to 
4 per cent, Outside the stock ex- 
change, chief raterest centered in the 
renewed weakness of French and Bel- 
gian franes, which sold at new record 
lows of 3.274 and 3.47 cents, respec- 
tively, and the brisk demand for 
sterling, which approached to within 
a small fraction of gold parity, the 
highest rate siace the war. 

Outside of the publication of a few 
additional first quarter earnings re- 
ports which made favorable compari- 
sons with those of the same period 
last year and a further stiffening of 
gasoline prices in western territory, 
there was little in the day’s business 
news to influeace the price movement 
of stocks. ‘Trading was largely of a 
professional character, with rejuvenat- 
ed pools endeavoring to arouse public 
interest in their favorites, but com- 
mission houses reported that the de- 
mand from small traders centered 
largely in high-grade investment issues. 

Many “shorts” in the motor shares 
were again driven to cover when a 
buying demonstration in General Mo- 
tors, apparently based on the expecta- 
tion of an extra cash dividend of 
$3 on the common stock next month, 
sent that stock up to a new high ree- 
ord for the year at 135}, but it 
later slipped back to 152{, up 4 net. 
Hudson fluctuated between 672 and 
71%, closing at 694 for a small frae- 
tional gain. Mack Trucks closed frae- 
tionally lower at 1174. after having 
been as high as 1193. DuPont, which 
has large Geaeral Motors holdings, 
sold between 2154 and 2213, closing 
at 2194, up 2}. 

Mil shares started upward on the 
strength of higher commodity prices, 
but they failed to attract much of a 
figure.
